Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 27 recites in line 7 "a distance on the order of which is indefinite because 
the intended scope of "on the order of is unclear. 

Claims 28-32 are rejected for depending upon a rejected base claim. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 



of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-15,20,21 ,23-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Skotton US PN 6,464,725. 

Skotton discloses in figures 9-10 and lines 1-11 of col. 5 an accommodating 
intraocular lens comprising anterior viewing element and optic 2, posterior viewing 
element and optic 4, first and second anterior translation members 62 (each having left 
and right arms), first and second posterior translation members 62 (each having left and 
right arms), U-shaped biasers 50, wherein the first and second anterior and posterior 
translation members meet at respective apices (generally at 50) and connect to anterior 
and posterior viewing elements at 64, which is further away from apices than a 
periphery of each viewing element. 

6. Claims 27,28,31,32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Glick et al. US 2003/0060881 . 

Glick et al. discloses in figures 1-2 an accommodating intraocular lens 
comprising anterior viewing element and optic 14, posterior viewing element and optic 
12, anterior biasing element 18, posterior biasing element 16, wherein the biasing 
elements meet at apices 28 along a transverse axis. Each biasing element is attached 
to optic at locations spaced from the transverse axis equivalent to the radius of the 
viewing elements. Each location is further from the apices than a periphery of the 
viewing elements. 
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7. Claims 27,28,31 ,32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Sarfarazi US PN 6,423,094. 

Sarfarazi discloses in figure 8 an accommodating intraocular lens comprising 
anterior viewing element and optic 14, posterior viewing element and optic 13, anterior 
and posterior biasing elements, wherein the biasing elements meet at apices along a 
transverse axis. Each biasing element is attached to optic at locations spaced from the 
transverse axis equivalent to the radius of the viewing elements. Each location is 
further from the apices than a periphery of the viewing elements. 



8. Claims 1 6-1 9 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



9. Applicant's submission of an information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 
1.97(c) with the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(p) on August 4, 2003 prompted the new 
ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS
